to tackle ‘roots of inflation’ 


cent in all-1973, and four to five per 
cent in January-June. 

Tt would be fair therefore to com- 
pensate employed persons only for 
the excess price rise over that four 
or five per cent, the official said. 
The cost would be something like 
IL30m. 2 month (instead of double 
that figure), of which IL12m. would 
fall on the Government and the rest 
on private employers. “Such a bur- 
den could be borne at the expense 
of profits without pushing up prices,” 
he said. 

Questioned about the cause of to- 
day's inflation, he pointed out that 
wages have not risen excessively in 
the last three yeara, and therefore 
cannot be blamed for price inflation, 


at least until the second half of 


1972, 
The chief cause of inflation was, 
in 1970, defence expenditure, and in 
1971, foreign currency expenditure 
by immigrants and foreign residents 
(on housing, stock exchange securi- 
thes, and other expenses). 

But these factors, which caused 


inflation in 1971 and 1972, are no ὁ 


longer present on the same scale. 
The threat comes from another 
source this time — the wage explo- 
sion. Any more salary increases over 
what has been achieved during the 
recent wage negotiations must give 
8. new twist to the inflationary spi- 
ral, he believes.
